The Cuban queetion came 
up wben Mr. Morgan called up hia reso- 
lution which reads aa follows : 


Rewh'ed, By the aenate and house of 


representatives, that a condition of pub- 
lic war esiata between the government; 
of Spain and 
Che government pro- 


claimed and for eome time maintained 
by force of arms by the people of Ouba, 
and the United States of America ahull 
maintain a strict neutrality iu the con- 
tending (lowers, according to eacb all 
the rightfi of belligerents in the ports 
and territory of the United States. 


Mr. Morgan was recognized in sup- 


port of the resolution, speaking in hia 
usual calm and dispassionate style. He 
said a movement which in any way em- 
braced the contingency of war wafl of 
Biich a solemn nature that it should be 
free from excitement. If the Uuited 
States government bad tuketi proper 
care of its eiti/enfl in Ouba, great IOHB of 
life and property would have been 
avoided. This resolution was deaigntd 
to place the- United States in a position 
to protect ite citizens. 
"But," ho added, "I am almost hope- 


Ices, after the policy of the past months, 
that any administration will get itfl 
cocrajjo up to the point of sending our 
elifuri to Havana and ilemumlin^ justice 
uml liberty lor our people." 


Mr. Morgan referred to the death of

INDIANS STARVING. 


Hard Winter on the Remnant of 


Captain Jack's Tribe. 


DiHNU.Oal., April G.—Word comes 


rom Modoi! county that tbe remnant of 
Captain Jack's tribe of Modoc Indiana, 
now living la that county in the n«igh' 


orhood of the scenes of Captain Jack's 
reacbery and General Oaiiby's death iu 
872, are now in a pitiable condition, 
erging on actual starvation. In all 
.here are about 100 of the famous tribe 
ift. Tbe winter has been a severe one, 
tie enow being very deep. A party of 
wo bucks and ten equawe struggled 
nto Alturae, the county seat, from tbe 
ava beds to get food, but tbe whites 
rere not charitably disposed to the Mo- 
JC8. 
So hungry were tbe Indians that tbey 
tripped the carcass of a dead cow to tbe 
one, ravenously ate of the putrid flesh 
nd carried away what was left. 
It ia reported that their number baa 
een reduced one-half thia winter by 
eath due to starvation and exposure, 
here is no reservation and no appeal to 
tie United States govern moot.
